‘Slow Down To Speed Up’ 
Advice of Seven-Time 
World Champion 

Typing at an almost incredible 
rate of speed, Mr. Albert Tangora, 
“the fastest typist that has ever 
lived,” performed in the assembly 
on April 19. 

Mr. Tangora, who has won the 
world championship for seven con¬ 
secutive years, enjoys the advan¬ 
tage of being the only person ever 
to attain the speed of one hundred 
forty-one words per minute. After 
flying in from Chicago to be with us, 
Mr. Tangora was introduced by his 
manager who gave a few of the high¬ 
lights of the famed typist’s career. 
He has been typing for twenty-three 
years and gave an exhibition at the 
Chicago World’s Fair in 1933. 

Right and Wrong of Typing 

Seating himself at the typewriter, 
Mr. Tangora gave the audience a 
few pointers on speed typing and 
then proceeded to demonstrate them. 
Beginning at forty words per min¬ 
ute, Mr. Tangora worked up to one 
hundred forty words per minute with 
apparent ease. During the entire per¬ 
formance there was no break in his 
rhythm; Seated erect, but comfort¬ 
ably, eyes fixed on his copy, he lit¬ 
erally flew over the keys. The re¬ 
nowned typist gave as his advice, 
the paradoxical statement, “Slow 
down if you want to speed up.” He 
explained this by saying that a typ¬ 
ist must never lose control of his 
fingers; his sense of touch must be 
in perfect coordination with his mind. 
He added that no one would make 
any errors if he “thought before he 
hit.” He urged the girls to get as 
much speed as possible in school 
as they are up against keen com¬ 
petition in the business world. Mr. 
Tangora stressed the fact that the 
secret of speed writing was the abil¬ 
ity to train the fingers so that they 
would strike the keys at a continu¬ 
ous rate. The world’s champion typ¬ 
ist gave some humorous demonstra¬ 
tions of the right and wrong ways
